Tba Baoeaaaral and Profltakla ;Eiparlmanl 
Hado by n WbMonaln rnrmar. 

I have fed ensiiago to my cow.a, 
honei, .'bog*, turkeys nnd cliiokcns, 
with the very best of rcsiilu. I com- 
menced feeding on tlie ^-tlh uf Nuvi iii- 
bor, 188C, tu luy cnw*. ull tliuruugh- 
bred Holsteins nnd Jerseys, with the 
fnllowini; rcsulia: Eight eow*, niu.it of 
them being nearly dry, were glTlng 100 
l>ound« of milk far day; oa Ike SOih of 
NoTombe^, tlx day* after feeding 
enailii^'B. the s.tmo cnxv* pnvo 22S 
pouiiiliuf milk, licforc (ci'illii^' cnsil;if;o 
it took 22 puiinil-i of uiilk to niiiku ii 
pound of butler; after fccdiii"; ensiiago 
it took 22} pounds uf milk to make a 
pound at butler. I fed 80 ponnibrof 
I'liiiilage per day and 4 pounds of mid- 
dlinga to each eow, aitd lome hay and 
cnrn-stidks. Corn-meal ihonid not Iw 
fed with eiiHiIn;re; to pfct the Ix-st re- 
sulls, feed luaii or iiiiiidliiif^-. My 
cows never did so well as Ihey hiivo 
done Uiii winter while feeding' 
ensilage. My young «toek 
and dry cows gained In weight 
vi'ry rapidly on ensilage without any 
frrnln. When my ciisllape wiia gono 
the cows in six ihiy.s \\ere short 73 
pounds of milk a day, though their feed 
(meal) waa nearly doubled, and they 
had hay and pomatallci foreoaree feed. 

Poland-Chinn slioata that 
I fed on ensilage for three months^ 
without any other fi'ed, luid I never 
hud lis tlu-ifiy 11 hit of pi^s; I ""hi » 
number of llioin thia spring fur hioeil.

ba'-k.l. ]iarlly lille.l with liealeil 
stones, which soon bi-ought (ho w aler 
to a boiling point- 'i'taa ^lestials make 
tho most extensive use uf the cutllc- 
flsh, having both oclopods and squids 
in great abundance. You can see iu 
all Chinese markets piles of sun-ilried 
squids split open, ilaltened out and 
looking like a small white codfish, with 
long stiffened fringes at the broad end. 
reiiresenting all (Iml igmalns of (he 
cirelo of arms about Ihe head. Dried 
Sip! ids will keep in goad condition for 
many years; and when they are boiled, 
nii\eil with herbs, and pleasaiidy soa- 
- ined (hey make a capital soup or pud- 
ding, the taste of wliich tvUI mOdiy 
suggest n lobster bro(h. 

The misevabte Indian* of Utah and Ike 
Colorado desert und the bushmen of 
.\frlon, wlio live in a hot, drj-. open 
region, gather grasshopiwra, crickets 
and some sorts of beetles, and inaki' a 
meal of their dried bullies, wliich llley 
crush and mix into a sort of jmsto « iih 
I ' ! ries or seeds, or else they devout 
the ius.'Cis raw. Aa for loousts, (buy 
are c.dled tho "national dish" of (he 
Zambesi region in 8on(h Afrlea; and 
ire on the bill-of-fare of such half-<'iv- 
ili/.i d peojile as the Arabians. I'ersians 
and l!;.'ypliaii.s, w hile llieir Mning were 
I oii-iilere,l a dainty by the Ihmian.s. 

The axlul forms tho principal fixiU ot 
die Mexican peasantty on the plateaus 
during early summer. It is a largei 
sort of those water-iizards (which are 
not real lisanls) known in (ho middle 
parts of tho United States as mud-pup- 
pies and hcll-benders. 'Jhc Spanish 
conquerors of Mer.i.-o adopted this dis- 
gnsling-looking reptile a* food from 
the Axtccs; but lu place ot the plain 
cooking followed by the Indians they 
preferred to soak it in vinegar and se*- 
son it with jicpper and cloves. 

Tho Chinese and Uuniiese are saidto 
cat lizards, but here they ore by no 
means ali ne, for dwellers 111 dry, pov- 
erty-stricken regions In all porta of Ihe 
globe resort to that food, and oven to 
serpents. Tlie Apaches. Pih-Utcs and 
other red -skin natives of the arid lable- 
lands of Southern Utah, Arizona and 
Calif.iriiia regnrd (heir forked sticks 
and fi.r eateliin:; lizards as being 

the iieisl nee lfiil of human tools. 

Karili is swallowed by many de- 
praved savages. Sometimes It is a 
gi-easy clay, lillod with vegeUblo par- 
ticles; often it is gi-itty soil, containing 
no nnlriment wlialever. It is not al- 
ways wild men w h 1 lla^ e aeipiired tho 
habit, nor docs it always ruin tho 
health. ■ 

On the Columbia river fern flour was 

formerly much usoil, while the Cana- 
dian Indians aro very fond of (he wild 
rice which grows so abiindandy along 
thegiea( laki-8, and of tho accds of the 
lotus and water-lily which sprout 
aiiiioi;: lis reedy stems. 

The iintivoi of Centr.-il America cook 
their great Itee-llzanl, the iguanm 
snnietimos making a pit in tho ground 
and covering it with titn,—CIHeago 
Xiica.
